during the school term. The traffic of outsiders around the schools would 
spread, disease germs rind abundant tobacco juice so «s to endanger (he 
health of the pupils attending during the day.

possibility that the shower baths would cause dampness to rise through 
the building.

iudson, the local river commerce, ex- 
lusive.of what comes through the .Erie 
anal, has shown a considerable de- 


cline. The. commercial statistics of tho 
army engineers for the section of river 
between Coxsackle and the state dam 
at Troy show a falling off from 4,045,- 
S95 tons in 1S9S, to 2,845,1)21 tons in 
190S.

PUBLIC BATHS IN SCHOOL BASEMENTS. 


The proposition of Inspector Garrily of the 
health 
department 


utilize the basements of certain schools for public baths is one that mitrht 


be developed to public advantage by a 
series 
of 
carefully 
conducted 


experiments. 
The danger in all such undertakings is the inauguration of u 


plausible system that will prove expensive and of very little practical use. 


Great, care must be exercised by the school board against the engrafting 


of new fads upon the system already superfreighted with a very rare col- 


lection of fads. 
To flnd time for attending to the matter of baths for 


school children would necessitate the elimination of some ofsthe fads that 


• 'lone have had a -firm hold on the schools. 


We would be strongly opposed to any scheme by which any part of the 


school buildings would be used for public baths, even after school hours 
during (he school ferm. 
The traffic of. outsiders around the schools would 


spread disease germs and abundant tobacco juice so as to endanger the 


health of the pupils attending during the day. Besides, there would be some 
possibility that the shower baths would cause dampness to rise through 
the building. 


There is, however, some merit in the proposition as applied to the nsu 


of the basements of schools during the 
vacation 
months. 
Suppose 
an 


experiment were made in one grammar school building by fitting up the 
entire basement for shower baths. 
Temporary partitions" could be con- 


structed so as to be removable at. will. These could be easily put up and 
taken down, and the basement of the school could be cleared and cleaned 
up before the opening in September, just as if it had not been used for 
public baths. 


It is problematical just what the success of such a scheme would be. 


If fitted for public baths, the basement of a school could be thrown open to 
men and women alternately. 
The experiment on one school would serve ;o 


show what the expense would be and whether the scheme would prove so 
popular as to warrant its extension to other schools. Of course it is to be 
understood that this plan could never adequately supply the need of a sys- 
tem of public baths. 'Even if a number of school basements were so used 
there would still be ihe necessity for a central bath-house 
open 
to 
all 


classes throughout the year, a bath-house in which not only plunge and 
shower baths would be supplied but in which there would also be ^swim- 
ming pool large enough to accommodate a reasonable number.

It has been the fashion in some quar- 


ters to .decry the "long run" as sub- 
versive, to .good .acting. 
The charge 


has been made that when a piece has 
been' played night' after ilight by the 
same company for a year the perform- 
ance becomes mechanical. .Those who 
make tills charge, however, forget that 
If ^actors who take- little interest In 
developing their talents do get slack 
after a long series of performances 
'those who are perpetually at \vork 
.hall(the. "long run" as an opportunity 
to improve upon their work, as a paint- 
er for years often keeps retouching his 
portraits or as a poet keeps polishing 
his poems. 
Tennyson once made tho 


statement that no man ought to call a 
poem finished until he had worked on 
it seven yeara. 


One of the strongest arguments for 


the long run which have recently benn 
put forth is the growth *.hat has been 
noted In Maude Adams' portrayal of 
Maggie Wylle in tho Barrle play 
"What; Every Woman Knows."

twenty-flve performances at the Em- 
pire theater In New York, Dec. 25 to 
Jan.'13, the critics had.the opportunity 
to-compare her work "with that of a 
year ago in the.same role.

National Commission 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Almost ev-

This preliminary report recommends, 
among other things, a. general plan of 
'conservation, of water power with the 
shaping ot jiro'jBots in. the light oE l'u-_ 
ture needs of streams; resort to fed- 
eral and state legislation rather .than 
to. unnecessary channel 
improvement 


merely to enforce .reduction of railroad 
freight rates, with inhibition on the 
other hand of manipulation -'of 
such 


rates to freeze out water competition; 
a uniform system of "distribution- of 
cost of waterway improvement between 


.federal, state and local 
government; 


avoidance, of multiplication. ' of ports'; 
restriction of dam construction per- 
mits; inauguration of such

Power developed at government dahls 
for navigation or irrigation 
purposes

by the- proposed construction, should

Sent to Congress 


.WASHINGTON. ' Jan. 25.—President 


Taft will send 'a special message- to 
congress in the near future which he 
hopes will relieve the people of 
some 


of the hardships of the present high 
cost of living. 
The president is set- 


ting his facts together now and will 
soon begin to dr»ft the document to be 
transmitted to congress. 
' The president has discussed the in- 
creased cost of living with many of his 
visitors, getting from each one infor- 
mation which has suided him . to tho 
course of addressing a special message 
on the subject. 
He lias had confer- 


ences witli tlie leaders of congress, 
with his attorney 
general 
and with 


Secretary of Agriculture James Wil- 
son. 


"While the president's ideas have not 


taken definite shape, he is convinced 
that there is some other reason for 
tlm high prices of today than the laws 
of supply and demand. 
In his first 


message to congress the preslde.nt said 
of the high cost of living: 


"There is every reason to believe 


that we are on the eve of a substantial 
business expansion and we have just 
garnered a harvest unexampled in the 
market value of our agricultural prod- 
ucts. 
ThB high prices which products 


bring mean great prosperity for the 


farming community, but on the other 
hand they mean a very considerable 
increased burden upon those classes in 
tlie. community whose yearly compen- 
sation does not expand with the im- 
provement of business and the general 
prosperity. 


"Various.reasons are given for the 


high prices, the proportionate Increase 
in tl-.o output of gold, which today Is 
the chief medium of exchange, and is 
In some respects a measure of value, 
furnishes a substantial -explanation of 
at least part of the Increase In prices. 
Tho Increase in population 
and 
the 


more expensive mode of living of 
the 


people, which have not been accom- 
plished by a proportionate increase 
In 


acreage production, 
may 
furnish a 


further reason. 


"It is well to note that the increased 
cost of living: Is not confined to this 
country, but prevails the world over, 
and that those who would charge the 
increases In prices to tho existing pro- 
tective tariff must meet the fact that 
the rise in prices has token placft nl- 
imost wholly In those products of the 
factory and farm in respect to which 
there lias been either no increase 
In 


the tariff or In many instances a very 
considerable reduction."

Temporary partitions could be con- 


structed so as to be removable at will. These could be easily put up and 
taken down, and the basement of the school could be cleared and cleaned 
up before the opening in September, just as if it had not been used for 
public baths.

If fitted for pnbho baths, the basement of a school could be thrown open to 
men and women alternately.

Of course it is to bo 
understood that this plan could never adequately supply thc need of a sys- 
tem of public baths. Even if a. number of school basements wore =o used

has been made that when a piece'has 
been played night after night by the 
same 'company for a year tho perform- 
ance becomes mechanical. 
Those who 


make-this charge, however, forget that 
It actors who take little interest In 
developing their talents do get slack 
after 'a long scries of performances 
those who are perpetually at work 
hail the "long run" as an opportunity 
to Improve upon their work, as a paint- 
er, for years often keeps retouching his 
portraits or as a poet keeps polishing 
his poems. 
Tennyson once made the 


statement that no man ought to call a 
po'em finished until he had worked on 
it seven years. 


One of tho strongest arguments for 


the long run which have recently been 
put forth Is the growth that has been 
noted In Maude Adams' portrayal ot
